It Is Feared It Would Undertake, If 

Called Into Being, To Elect a 
New Ruler and Overthrew 

the Autocracy. 

I * 

St. Petersburg, Feb. 16. — In spite of 
Emperor Nicholas’ personal inclina- 
tion in favor of the zemsky zabor, as 
intimated to Count Leo Deonovitch 
Tolstoi, the imperial decision to sum- 
mon this parliament has not yet been 
taken. The emperor is carefully 
weighing arguments for and against 
the plan before committing himself to 
this course. This statement is made 
on the authority of perhaps the most 
liberal of the emperor’s ministers. 

“I myself have frankly urged upon 
his majesty,” said the minister, “the 
view that the time has come when the 
people should no longer be denied a 
voice in the government; and the 
same counsel has been given by many 
others, who, like me, believe that the 
moderate liberal element which has 
been drifting away, can thus be ral- 
lied to the support of the government. 
His majesty received our views sym- 
pathetically and I believe is person- 
ally inclined to adopt the course we 
suggest. He now is carefully delib- 
erating upon the subject. 

“It is no secret, however, that pow- 
erful influences about his majesty are 
pressing the contrary view and ad- 
vancing strong arguments which eau 
not lightly be thrust aside, even if the 
decision is finally favorable.” 

Wields Immense Power. 

It is said that one of the arguments 
used by the court party against the 
revival of the zemsky zabor is the 
fact that the body in the old days 
wielded immense power, being itself 
responsible for the elevation of the 
Romanoff dynasty to the throne and 
therefore it might even undertake, if 
again called into being, to elect a new 
ruler. Generally speaking, the posi- 
tion of the opposition to the zemsky 
zabor is well voiced editorially in the 
Moscow Gazette, the leading exponent 
of the absolutely autocracy of Russia, 
in which it is prophesied that any 
sort of national assembly will lead to 
a struggle between it and the emperor, 
and this controversy inevitably will 
end in the overthrow of the autocracy. 
The article draws a parallel between 
the present political situation and the 
Nihilist terrorism which almost wrung 
a constitution fronl Alexander II., and, 
after his assassination, confronted Al- 
exander III., with, a choice of alterna- 
tives. 

THE KANSAS OIL FIGHT.

j The Legislature Passed a Bill Provid- 
ing For a State Refinery. 

Topeka, Kan., Feb. 16. — A bill pro- 
viding for the establishment of a state 
oil refinery was passed by the Kansas 
house of representatives by a vote of 
91 to 30. The bill had already passed 
the senate. Gov. Hoch will sign the 
bill at once. Under its provisions a 
refinery will be created at Peru, Kan. 
Another penitentiary will be built 
there to provide convict labor for the 
refinery. An appropriation of $410,000 
is made for building and maintaining 
the refinery and penitentiary. 

ALLEGED FORGED CHECK. 

| John T. W. Stengel Charged With At- 
tempt To Pass It. 

St. Louis, Feb. 16. — A man giving 
his name as John T. W. Stengel, of 
Louisville, .Ky., was arrested here on 
the charge of having tried to pass a 
check for $400, signed George Huls- 
witt. the name of a Philadelphia Na- 
tional League baseball player, under 
which name he registered at a hotel 
and. whom the police say, he has been 
I impersonating. 

RAIDERS WIPED OUT. 

Refused Quarters and Fought Until 
Last Man Was Killed. 

St. Petersburg, Feb. 16. — Special 
dispatches from Mukden report the 
wiping out of an entire detachment of 
Japanese cavalry which had destroyed 
the railway bridge between Mukden 
and Harbin. Russian cavalry over- 
look the raiders, who are said to have 
refused quarters and fought until the 
last man was killed. 

Rapid Telegraphic Apparatus. 

Paris, Feb. 16. — Interesting experi- 
ments were made between Paris and 
London with a new rapid telegraphic 
apparatus. The inventors say that the 
instrument can transmit 40,000 words 
an hour with the help of six clerks. 

War Material For the Japanese. 

San Francisco, Feb. 16. — The Pacific 
mail steamship Korea sailed for the 
Orient, via Honolulu, with a cargo of 
11,000 tons of merchandise, which in- 
cludes a large amount of war material 
for the Japanese government.

Mukden. Feb. 16. — The Japanese be- 
gan a heavy cannonading on the Rus- 
j sian right flank and the firing con- 
i tinned all through the next day.

THENEWPROTOCOL 

President Roosevelt in a Message 
Transmitted it to United 
States Senate. 

WILL MAINTAIN MONROEDOCTRINE 



Just Claims Contracted by South and 
Central American Republics and 
West Indies Must Be Paid. 



In the Interest of Peace This Govern- 
ment Will Take Over the Con- 
trol of the Revenues in 
Santo Domingo. 

Washington, Feb. 16. — The presi- 
dent’s message transmitting to the 
senate the new Santo Domingo proto- 
col was read at an executive session 
following the passage of a mass of 
unobjected pension bills. The leading 
feature of the measure was that in 
order to maintain the Monroe doc- 
trine it was necessary for the United 
States to see that just claims, con- 
tracted by South and Central Ameri- 
can republics, and those of the West 
Indies, should be paid and that there- 
fore it was in the interest of peace for 
this government to take over the con- 
trol of the revenues in Santo Domingo. 

Tills subject of the Monroe doctrine . 
is discussed at some length, especial- 
ly as regards the relations of the 
United States to the republics of the 
south. In protecting these republics 
and guaranteeing their territorial in- 
tegrity it is said in the message to 
be necessary also to see that just 
debts and obligations contracted by 
these republics are paid so that for- 
eign intervention in the affairs of 
such republics may be avoided. The 
protocol was not read at the execu- 
tive session, but was at once referred 
to the committee on foreign relations. 
Senate Will Investigate. 

Senator Bacon’s resolution asking 
that the senate committee on foreign 
relations investigate and report to the 
senate whether* the protocol of an 
agreement, under which the United 
States authorities undertook to admin- 
ister certain of the customs offices of 
the Dominican government in order 
to satisfy a claim of the San Domingo 
improvement Co., is valid, having been 
made without the consent of the sen- 
ate, was adopted and referred to a 
sub-committee to be presented by 
Chairman Cullom. The motion to re- 
fer the motion was made by Senator 
Bacon, who stated there were many 
questions of law involved and it was 
his desire that a non-partisan report 
be made. 

An Irrigation Dam. 

Washington, Feb. 16. — Senator Clark 
(Mont.), from the committee on for- 
eign relations, reported favorably the 
bill authorizing the construction of an 
irrigation dam across the Rio Grande 
river between the United States and 
Mexico. 

Omnibus Claims Bill. 

Washington, Feb. 16. — The confer- 
ence report on the omnibus claims 
bill agreed to carries $2,321,810 direct 
appropriations for 1.759 claimants. It 
refers to the court of claims bills 
amounting to from $500,000 to $750,000. 

Smallpox in Tennessee. 

Smithville, Tenn., Feb. 16. — There 
are 34 cases of smallpox scattered 
over this county, many of them being 
at Dowelltown. The disease is said 
to have been brought to Dowelltown 
from Davidson county. 

The Philippine Scouts. 

St. Louis, Feb. 16. — Nearly 300 Fili- 
pinos, comprising the battalion of 
Philippine scouts, who have been at 
the World’s fair for nearly a year, left 
this city in a special train for Fort 
Thomas, Ky. 

The Galveston in Commission. 

Norfolk, Va., Feb. 16.— The United 
States cruiser Galveston, partially 
auilt at Trigg’s shipyards, Richmond, 
va.. and brought to the Norfolk navy 
iard was placed in commission here. 



IN THE CONGRESS. 

Naval Appropriation Bill Discussed in 

the House of Representatives. 

Washington, Feb. 16. — The senate 
continued, but did not conclude, con- 
sideration of the bill making appro- 
priations for the support of the gov- 
ernment of the District of Columbia. 
While the bill was before the senate 
Mr. Elkins took exception to an item 
for the construction of a local bridge 
as in the interest of speculators and 
made a general pleaf or economy in j 
the matter of appropriations. The I 
Swayne impeachment trial held the 
attention of the senate for two hours. 

The question of what the policy of 
the government should be with re- 
spect to the upbuilding of the navy 
was again threshed out in the house 
during the consideration of the naval 
appropriation bill, the debate develop- 
ing much opposition to the proposed 
adoption of two battleships to the na- 
val system. The defense of the Phil- 
ippines played an important part in 
the discussion while the events of the 
war in the far east from a naval point 
of view are given prominence by the 
advocates of an increased navy. 

GIVEN THE PALLIUM. 

Powers of An Archbishop Vested Upon 
Most Rev. Henry Moeller. 

Cincinnati, Feb. 16. — The full pow- 
ers of an archbishop of the Roman 
Catholic church were vested upon 
Most Rev. Henry Moeller at St. Pe- 
ter’s cathedral, when Cardinal Gib- 
bons placed over his shoulders a plain 
woolen band — the pallium. The ca- 
thedral was crowded to the walls, and 
there was present one of the most dis- 
tinguished gatherings of church digni- 
taries ever assembled at Cincinnati. 
The altar was a blaze of glory, with 
its myriad of candle lights, and the 
noble edifice was tastefully decorated. 

IN CHARGE OF AN OFFICER. 

President Hunt, of the Defunct Pan- 
American Bank in Chicago. 

Chicago, Feb. 16. — President Wil- 
liam M. Hunt, of the defunct Pan-Am- 
erican bank, arrived in Chicago in 
charge of an officer, and was given a 
cell in the county jail. He would not 
talk, declaring that he was tired and 
cold. He expects to be released on 
bail. His friends will be compelled 
to furnish security to the amoimt of 
$14,000. The banker was indicted on 
four charges of receiving money, 
knowing his bank to be insolvent. 

FORMED AN ORGANIZATION.

The National Association of Machin- 
ery Supply Dealers. 

Cleveland, 'O., Feb. 16. — The Nation- 
al Association of Machinery Supply 
Dealers was organized here by ma- 
chinery supply men of northern states 
between New York and Milwaukee. 
The purpose of the association is said 
to be co-operation in the conduct of 
the business. It is expected that this 
j new organization will affiliate with the 
similar organization already in exist- 
ence in the south. 

Aged Woman Burned To Death. 

Springfield, 111., Feb. 16. — Mrs. Eliz- 
abeth Dudding, 60, was burned to 
death. Her gown caught fire from a 
fireplace. Her daughter and grand- 
daughter, Miss Darline Bradford, 
daughter of Rev. Dr. D. R. Bradford, 
chaplain of the Illinois senate, ran out 
of the house and escaped.

Surrounded by His Family He 
Passed Away at His Home 
Ajred 78 Years. 

WAS THE AUTHOR OF “BEN HUR.” 



One lime Minister to Turkey and 
a Veteran of the Mexican 
and Civil Wars. 

For More Than a Year He Had Been 
Unable To Properly Assimilate 
Food, Making It Difficult To 
Fight Against Death. 

Crawfordsville, Ind., Feb. 16. — Sur- 
rounded by his family, Gen. Lew Wal- 
lace, author of “Ben Hur,” one lime 
minister to Turkey and veteran of the 
Mexican and civil wars, died at his 
home in' this city, aged 78 years. 

The health of Gen. Wallace has 
been waning for several years, and 
for months, despite the efforts of the 
family to keep the public in ignorance 
of his true condition, it has been gen- 
erally known that his vigorous consti- 
tution' could not much longer with- 
stand the ravages of a wasting dis- 
ease 

For more than a year he had been 
unable to properly assimilate food and 
this, together with his extreme age, 
made more difficult his fight against 
death. At no time has he ever con- 
fessed his belief that the end was 
near, and his rugged constitution and 
remarkable vitality have been respon-

sible for prolonging his life several 
months. 

Deathbed Scene. 

The deathbed scene was one of 
calmness. Besides his physician, only 
his wife, his son, Henry Wallace, of 
Indianapolis, and Mru. Wallace were 
present. 

When told by his physician that he 
was dying, Gen. Wallace was perfectly 
calm and his last words were expres- 
sions of cheer to his grief-stricken 
family. Bidding them farewell, he 
said: 

“I am ready to meet , my Maker,” 
and lapsed into unconsciousness from 
which he did not recover. 

The general remained conscious al- 
most to the last. At the deathbed 
were his wife, Henry Wallace, his on- 
ly son, and Mrs. Wallace, together 
with the physician and two nurses. 
The two little grandchildren of Gen. 
Wallace, whom he held very dear, 
were in the house, but they had been 
sent to bed by their parents, after be- 
ing taken to the sick chamber to bid 
their beloved grandfather the last, 
good-bye. 

Death Resulted From Starvation. 

This scene was singularly pathetic. 
In the summer time they were the 
constant companions of the general, 
and took almost daily excursions with 
him to the country place, “Water Bab- 
ble,” five miles from the city. In their 
childish innocence they did not real- 
ize they were looking for the last time 
upon him they loved so well, and they 
waved him a good-bye as they left 
the bedside attired in their night 
clothes. 

The real and remarkable love that 
existed between Gen. Wallace and his 
wife was displayed in all of its inten- 
sity. Refusing to believe the compan- 
ion of her life was to be thus taken 
from her, Mrs. Wallace clung ta her 
husband in heartrending sorrow. The 
dying man proved again his courage 
by trying in his feeble way to console 
her. 

Mr. and Mrs. Henry Wallace were 
grief-stricken. Both joined in trying 
to comfort Mrs. Wallace, and the 
scene when death came was touching 
in the extreme. 

Dr. Ristine said that the direct 
cause of the general’s death was ex- 
haustion. resulting from starvation.

BIG FOUR 



Washington. Fob. 11. — The senate 
heard the first witness called in con- 
nection with the impeachment pro- 
ceedings against Judge Swayne. of 
Florida, and thus entered upon the 
real work of the trial. The statement 
of the case on behalf of the house was 
made by Manager Palmer, who went 
over the various charges against 
Judge Swayne, aud said it was the ex- 
pectation of the managers that all of 
them would be proven. The witnesses 
heard testified concerning hotel bills 
paid by Judge Swayne while he held 
court in Texas. It was decided to de- 
vote the time between 2 and 5 o’clock 
each day to the Swayne inquiry. Tho 
following bills were passed: Donating 
condemned bronze cannon to the G. 
A. R. for the purpose of making 
badges; authorizing the secretary of 
war to sell magazine rifles to rifle 
clubs; referring to the court of claims 
the claim of Madison county, Ken- 
tucky. against the United States for 
a refund of money paid to the collec- 
tor of internal revenue: prohibiting 
the use of government devices to in- 
dicate the quality of gold used in the 
arts. 

After maintaining its record for the 
rapid disposition of private pension 
bills, 433 being passed in an hour and 
a half, the house considered for a 
short while the bill providing a gov- 
ernment for the Panama canal zone. 

Washington, Feb. 14. — The senate 
heard ten witnesses in the Swayne 
impeachment trial and devoted the re- 
mainder of its time to the considera 
tion of the agricultural appropriations 
bill. The major portion of the debate 
in connection with the appropriation 
bill was based on an amendment sug- 
gested by Mr. Bacon, providing for 
semi-monthly reports on the condition 
of the cotton crop, which was amend- 
ed so as to cover the last five months 
of the year, and was adopted. 

Not in recent years has the house 
witnessed such a spectacle as it did 
with Mr. Sullivan (Mass.) and William 
R. Hcarst (N. Y.) as the central fig- 
ures. Both indulged in personalities 
of the gravest character and so stir- 
red the house as to arouse among cer- 
tain members a feeling of the greatest 
indignation. Mr. Sullivan heaped up- 
on Mr. Hearst a tirade of denunciation 
while the latter by implication charg- 
ed Mr. Sullivan with complicity in a 
murder. 

Washington, Feb. 15. — The senate 
passed the agricultural appropriation 
bill and began consideration of the bill 
making appropriations for the District 
of Columbia. The Hansbrough amend- 
ment to the agricultural bili relative 
to drawbacks on the duty on wheat 
was agreed to after an extended de- 
bate in which tariff questions figured 
to a considerable extent. 

The house devoted considerable 
timo to the consideration of the naval 
appropriation bill, Mr. Llttleford 
speaking at length regarding the ne- 
cessity for keeping appropriations 
within the limits of the revenues of 
the country. The second chapter of 
the episode between Mr. Sullivan 
(Mass.) and Mr. Hearst (N. Y.), oc- 
curred in the house, when Mr. Sulli- 
van again took the floor on a question 
of privilege and related the circum- 
stances leading up to the indictment 
and conviction of his father and him- 
self for manslaughter. In decided 
contrast with the remarks of the day 
before, when the two men heaped up- 
on each other epithets and charges of 
a serious nature, Mr. Sullivan’s state- 
ment was devoid of any further at- 
tack on his colleague and was a 
straight recitation of the 'occurrence 
referred to by Mr. Hearst. Mr. Sulli- 
van admitted the charge, but said that 
he himself had only been technically 
guilty and was permitted to leave tho 
court a free man without serving 3 
day’s imprisonment or being subjected 
to a fine.

The 
first small company stayed for awhile 
at a place about seven miles from Al- 
bany, N. Y., but later the church was 
established at New Lebanon, which be- 
came the common center for members 
in various parts of the country.

SHAKER COSTUMES. 

ca. The Shakers were not one of the 
many new faiths originating in our 
land of newness, for on European soil 
they had beginning. It was in the first 
half of the eighteenth century they 
arose as a distinct body, but they 
traced their principles back to the 
Camisards, or French prophets. In 
1705, three members of the sect labored 
to spread the faith in England, and 
ere long had a goodly following there. 
In 1747 a society was formed, with no 
particular creed but the profession that 
members would be led as the spirit of 
God should direct from time to time. 
Ann Lee joined this society and rose 
to importance as one to whom special 
revelation was made. As their spirit- 
ual mother she was uniformly ad- 
dressed as Mother Ann. 

Mother Ann died ten years after 
coming to America, hut the Shakers 
continued to flourish, societies were 
formed in scattered parts of the land; 
In the eastern states, and the west, 
ever hospitable to new creeds, eagerly 
welcomed these prophets, the messen- 
gers telling ot a simpler, purer life. 

Charles Nordhoff, who made a study 
of communist. c societies in the United 
States, writing in 1875 gives an inter- 
esting picture of the Shakers, a record 
of personal acquaintance with certain 
“families.” At that time there were 
in this country 18 societies scattered 
over eight states, each society contain- 
ing several of the so-called families, a 
family a distinct commune. At that 
time they owned about 100,000 acres 
of real estate. Agriculture was the base 
of the industries of the family, though 
other avocations were as a rule united 
with that of farming. The Shakers 
wore a uniform style of dress, had a 
generally uniform style of house archi- 
tecture, were pronounced spiritualists, 
looked upon themselves as the only 
true church, “in which revelation, spir- 
itualism, celibacy, oral confession, 
community, non-resistance, peace, the 
gift of healing, miracles. physical 
health and separation from the world

Quarry of 
Prehistoric Bones 



Beinf Seme Account of the Gia.it Reptile Kema ns of the 
Laramie Plains and Como Bluffs, Wyoming. 



E uropean palaeontologists 
consider themselves fortu- 
nate it they find two or 
three bones or a few teeth 
of the gigantic land reptiles 
of the Oolitic and Wealden 
epochs for which Sir Richard Owen 
years ago proposed the excellent name 
of dinosaurs (that is to say. terrible 
lizards), and the discovery of a con- 
siderable portion of an associated 
skeleton in a condition fit for mount- 
ing, like the one from the Oxford clay, 
near Peterborough, England, recently 
set up in the Natural History museum 
at South Kensington, is a unique 
event. Their American co workers, on 
the other hand, suffer from an em- 
barras de richesses in the matter of 
such remains, so that more or less 
nearly complete, articulated skeletons 
of these saurian monsters are far from 
uncommon in our museums. Previous 
American discovenes of these remains 
have, however, been put altogether in 
the shade by the extraordinary “finds” 
wkich have been made during the last 
few years in the Oolitic of Jurassic 
strata of the Laramie plains in Al- 
bany county, south-central Wyoming. 

The first discovery of these remains 
was accidental, an explorer in 1897 
coming across a rude hut which had 
been constructed by the shepherds out 
of the bones of these extinct reptiles. 
Subsequent exploration of this “great 
dinosaur quarry” showed that what 



or less decomposing carcases of the 
dinosaurs and other reptiles as thej 
were slowly floated down stream. 

The giant herbivorous forms, such 
as the brontosaur and the diplodocus 
habitually walked on all fours, and 
they may perhaps have at times waded 
deep in the water, whence their long 
necks would have enabled them tc 
browse with ease on the rank herbage 
fringing the banks. With creatures oi 
between 60 and 70 feet in length, it is 
obvious (hat some lightening of the 
bones of the skeleton must be impera- 
tive, as otherwise the vast bulk would 
break down or be immovable by its 
own weight. This has been accom- 
plished by hollowing out the interior 
of the verebrae by means of large cav- 
ities, by compressing their lower por- 
tion in an hour-glass shape, and by 
supporting the slender upper part by 
means of buttresses on the T-iron 
principle. The result of this is that 
a dinosaur verebra weighed only about 
half as much as that of a whale of the 
same approximate dimensions (in 
which there is obviously no need for 
lightness); and it has been further as- 
certained that while the skeleton of a 
74-foot whale weighs 17,920 pounds, 
that of a giant dinosaur of the same 
approximate size did not probably ex- 
ceed 10,000 pounds. That these dino- 
saurs were essentially land animals is 
demonstrated with certainty by this 
lightening of their skeletons; but the

appeared to be dark boulders dotting 
the surface of the ground were really 
dinosaur bones. Some ten miles dis- 
tant, at Como bluffs, was discovered 
another "dinosaur cemetery,” equally 
rich in these wonderful remains. Orig- 
inally the “dinosaur quarry” and Como 
bluffs must have been connected by the 
stratum which has been called the 
“dinosaur bed,” but this has long since 
been denuded away, leaving an open 
stretch of plain. The strata have, 
however, been thrown into huge folds, 
and here and there a remnant or ‘’out- 
crop” of the dinosaur-bed, which is 
about 170 feet in thickness, is met with 
in riding across the plain. 

At the foot of the bluffs the re- 
mains of the dinosaurs lie at intervals 
of from 20 to 100 feet apart, and it is 
but rarely that an entire skeleton is 
discovered. In the Bone-Cabin quarry,

diagram on another page, the bones 
lie thickly crowded, perfect skeletons 
of the limbs, like the one figured 
above, being far from uncommon; 
while remains of the giant herbivorous 
forms, measuring fully 60 feet in 
length, are mingled with the smaller 
carnivorous types which made them 
their prey. A feature of these remains 
is the number of complete specimens 
of the skeleton of the tail, a phenom- 
| enon which Prof Osborn explains by 
the firmness with which the bones of 
j this portion of the skeleton are held 
together by tendons. Not the least re- ’ 
markable feature about these tails of j 
the giant herbivorous forms are cer- 
tain marks on the bones evidently ; 
made by the teeth of the carnivorous 
types; and Prof. Osborn suggests iu 
the Century Magazine that the carni- j 
vorous species were in the habit of 
picking the bones of their herbivorous 
relatives precisely in the same manner i 
as a condor now cleans the backbone 
i of a horse. 

The bluffs, according to Prof. Os- 
born, appear to represent the neigh- 
borhood of an ancient shore-line, such j 
ns is depicted ia the restoration of the j 
brontosaur. The Bone-Cabin quarry, j 
on the other hand is more likely the 
area of an 'ancient river bar. the shal- j 
low waters of •which arrested the more J 



old idea that they were sluggish and 
slow-moving creatures is not counte- 
nanced by Prof. Osborn. The spoon- 
like teeth, which in some instances 
were confined to the front of the jaws, 
indicated that, unlike the English igua- 
nodon of t lie Sussex Wealden, they swal- 
lowed their food without mastication. 

Mingled with the larger bones of the 
giant dinosaurs are those of the small- 
er carnivorous species, together with 
others pertaining to a third group, the 
armored dinosaurs, taking their name 
from the plates and spines of hone by 
which they were protected. Of the 
flesh-eating dinosaurs there were tw'O 
distinct types — a smaller and a larger. 
The former, thinks Prof. Osborn, may 
have preyed on the contemporary liz- 
ard-birds, allied to or identical with 
the well-known European archaeop- 
teryx. The larger kind, on the other 
hand, appear to have attacked and 
killed the giant herbivorous species, 
or, at all events, preyed on their dead 
carcasees, as is attested by the afore- 
said taii-verebrae, which not only 
show the grooves made by their teeth, 
but have actually had their summits 
bitten off. Armed with sharp and ser- 
rated teeth like those of the saber- 
toothed tiger on a small scale, the 
carnivorous dinosaurs habitually 
walked on their hind limbs, and were 
thus admirably adapted to throw 
themselves on their unprotected giant 
relations, which, it is suggested, they 
may have gripped in the first instance 
by the long and slender throat. 

Nearly all these American types of 
dinosaurs are represented in Europe, 
where they were first named and de- 
scribed. As already mentioned, the 
English species r.re in many cases 
known only by a few bones or teeth 
so that it is frequently very difficult 
to know the exact nature of their rela- 
tionship to the American forms. Nor 
is it always as easy to ascertain what 
are the proper names of some of the 
English species, since names have 
been given on* the evidence of a single 
looth or a single bone which may per- 
haps have belonged to the same spe- 
cies. If, however, more specimens ap- 
proaching the completeness of the 
above-mentioned skeleton from Peter- 
borough recently ret up in the Natural 
History museum be forthcoming, w'e 
may in time be asked to de’ermine 
which teeth should be associated with 
which bones. Much it >.as been found 
possible to do already in this direction 
from the evidence of the complete 
American skeletons, but more remains 
to be accomplished. In spite of the 
scattered state of their remains, it is, 
however, quite evident that the Eng- 
lish dinosaurs were in no wise inferior 
in point of size to their American 
cousins.
